SENATORIAL WISDOM 


DIFFUSED OVER THE BILL TO REGU- 


LATE THE RAILWAYS. 


Beck ami Cullom Deftmd tlio Measure 


urn! Stanford Evidently Considers It 
Unjust Discrimination—Somo ltadic.il 
Blllrt Introduced iu the House—An Im- 
ml£rntlon Tax Proposed. 


"WASHINGTON CITY, Jan. ]0,—Tho debate 


on the inter-state commerce bill was Re- 
sumed in the senate Monday, Bock opening 
in favor o£ tho measure. Ho said the bill 
presented tho issue fairly between thoso who 
wished that tho inter-stato railways 
bo 


operated subject .to law, and thoso who do- 
sired tho railroads to mako their own laws; 
that tho present measure was t!io result of 
ten years' consideration on the part of com- 
mittees of the two houses and that tho de- 
feat of this moasnrd would keep tho control 
of tho commerce of tho country in the hands 
of the railroads. 
Ho read from o book on 


tho "Railroads oC tho Republic" which 
stated in tho chapter that was read that tho 
Standard Oil company received from the va- 
rious railroads during eighteen months re- 
bates amounting to $10,0(10,000 and by rea- 
son of these rebates crushed out all competi- 
tion in tho oil trade. He recommended this 
chapter to the various commercial bodies 
that wero sending in petitions against tho 
inter-stato commerco bill. He believed that 
if thoso facts wcro laid before any commer- 
cial body in America it would voto against 
tho continuance of sncli outrages. 


Cullom spoke in favor of tho conf eronco re- 


port. He said tho bill had stood tho test of 
scrutiny to which it had boen subjected by 
the press and the railroad companies. Tho 
feature most objected to was tho long and 
short haul clause, and tuat was because it 
was either misunderstood or misrepresented. 
Ho believed tho measure when fairly tested 
would prove beneficial bothjto tho railroads 
and tho public. Referring to tho objections 
urged against tho short haul section—that it 
is indellnite and ambiguous—tho senator 
argued that but ono construction can bo 
reasonably plocodupon this section, especially 
when considered, as it must be, iii connection 
with tho other provisions. 


Senator Stanford opposed the bill. It pro- 


vided, lie said, for tlie regulation of ono 
species of property which was not extended 
to other species. "If,'! said tho senator, "rail- 
roading is a legitimate business, and if it is 
only the aggregate of tlio private property 
contributed 
by 
the stockholders: 
if 
it 


is maintained and operated by the labor of 
individuals, what jusciflc.ition there can bo 
for 
depriving 
tho 
owners 
of control, 


and 
the property 
of 
its full earning 


capacity 
within 
tho 
laws 
as 
they 


existed at the time o£ tho original invest- 
ment, I am unable to see. It seems to me 
clearly that is a violation of the rights of 
property, and tho rights o£ tho laborer to re- 
ceive a compensation for services performed. 
If this bill sboll boccmo a law iis conse- 
quences will bo most disastrous, in ir.y judg- 
ment, to the various business interests of tbo 
country. 
IVhilo the railroad companies have 


practically boen as free to manage their 
business under tho common law as thoso en- 
gaged in other callings, the country has 
prospered, accommodations havo been given, 
nnd are given that promote tho prospcrty of 
every industry. There hus_beon no taking of 
property without compensation, no control 
without ownership. And tho Auarchisb in 
tho history of tbc country havo thus fur 
found little justification iu the example of 
tho government for tho violnut taking of 
property." In conclusion he said there could 
bo no valid'objection to police regulations, 
but only;. to that 
attempted 
regulation 


which goes to and affects values directly and 
inevitably.

missioner's salary 56,000 per year; providing 
for the preservation o' tlio statue of Wash- 
ington on the east front of tho Capitol; mak- 
ing It unlawful to deal in stocks, grain, etc., 
for future delivery, without a license, and fix- 
ing the license nt 510,003 per year nnd an 
additional charge for each unit of the article 
dealt in, the bill covering everything sold nt 
all tho exchanges, and providing'penalties 
lor violation; prohibiting 
railways from 


heating cars in nny way in which fire is nsai 
in the car, or lighting them otherwise than l.y 
electricity.

States who comos to this country from a for. 
oign country, tho duty to bo paid by tho 
master, owner, ajjant, or consignee of tho 
ship making tho transportation, tho samo to 
be paid lo the customs officer at tho port of 
hinding. Provision is made for tho appoint- 
ment of commissioners of immigration, who 
are ivquired to oxamino into the condition of 
passengers arriving at tho ports, and if any 
nro found to have boon convicted of foloni- 
OUF crime, to bo lunatics, idiots, pauporg, or 
to bo lUien laborers under contract, or skilled 
workmen under contract, excepting in tho 
professional lino, they shall bo prohibited 
I'roin landing, and thoexponsoof their return 
bo borne by tho owner of tho vessel which 
transported thorn.

BOSTON, Jan ]!,—-President Adams, of tho

An Irish farmer and Hl» Family Too 


Mucli for tlio Moonllchtcrs. 


DUBLI.V, Jan. 
11.— Last Saturday six 


nrm=d mon wearing rnoske entered tho house 
ot a fanner nurne'd Connor living at Cather- 
iivy, County Limerick, and without warn- 
ing fired upon tho farmor and his family. 
The assailants missed, their aim, and Connor, 
who is an old man, with his wito and chil- 
dren madoa vigorous and determined as- 
sault upon tho intruders, tho weapons usod 
being ctuiirs, flat-irons, pokers, etc.

desiwrate struggle in which tuo masks wore- 
torn from the faces of tho marauders, tho 
latter were routed, and onco outside tho 
house ran away at top speed. 


Connor reported tho affair to tho police 


who, 
after a short search arrested four 


brothers navnod Connor and relatives of tho 
farmor, aad brought thorn to tho lattor's 
house 
for 
identification. 
They 
wers 


promptly identified by tho farmor and his 
wife, tho latter pointing; out a gash on the 
side oE tho hoad ot ono of tho prisoners 
which she had indicted with a flat-iron, and 
tlio four Connors were locked up. Mrs. 
Connor aud ono of her sons wore seriously 
cut about tho head and body with a scythe, 
which one of tho marauders carried.

PBOFESSIONAL SECRECY. 


A Ciwo Before a French Court In which It 


was Totted In Life Innrancc. 


TTo learn from Tho Union Hodicalo that a 


ccso was lately tried before a French court in 
which the secrecy imposed upon medical men 
by the law was pleaded by a physician as hli 
justification for refusing to certify as to the 
nature and duration of tho last illness of a 
man who had insured his life in tho sum of 
10,000 francs. 
The litu Insurance company 


demanded the certificate as one of tho condi- 
tions on which it would pay over tho amount 
to the estate, and it appears that the Leirs, 
for their part, united in absolving tbe physi- 
cian from the obligation o£ secrecy. But tho 
doctor bold that it was not within tho le;al 
power of any representative or heir of the 
deceased to dissolve tbo obligation—that, ho 
contended, was a function vested only in tho 
sick person up to tho timo o£ death, and ono 
'.hut could not pass into other hands after tho 
death. Ho hold also that ho waa not at lib- 
erty to use his own discretion in tbe matter, 
but was absolutely bound to secrecy. 


He laid tbo question before his professional 


brethren of Havre, the to vn in which tho 
cnse was tried, and they sustained him. Fur- 
thermore, the court affirmed the validity of 
tho position taken. It was laid down tlint, 
admitting that a patient might in certain 
cases relieve his medical adviser of tbe obli- 
gation of secrecy, that power was absolutely 
personal and could not bo transmitted to tbo 
heirs; also, that tho physician must bo tho 
solo judgo as to whether or not, in any given 
case, he had been consulted under tho seal of 
secrecj'. 


Tho writer in tho French journal expresses 


tho hope that these points may be sustained 
&n appeal, and thus the rulo of procedure, bo 
definitely settled. It might work hardship in 
exceptional instances, ur.loss the insurance 
companies were compelled to pay regardless 
of the cause of doath, but it certainly seems 
as if in tho generality of cases nothing but 
the public good would bo promoted by en- 
forcing the points put forward in this case.— 
17ow York Medical Journal.

and similar in every respect, if ono gives 
shares and profit to its workpeople, it is 
bound to beat the other out of tho field, as it 
will havo tlio pick of tbo workmen," This is 
only ono of tbe many, ways m which profit 
sharing proves its profitness. 


Mr. Godin. president of tho great iron man- 


ufacturing industrial partnership at Gniso,. 
says that Improvements invented and patent- 
ed by workmen have greatly multiplied since 
tho cc-oyerativo system was applied, although 
tho profits from them go into a common 
fund. 
During a recent strike oC house paint- 


ers in Paris tho workmen oE tlio Maison Lo- 
clairo worked fourteen hours a day without 
complaint, Tho employes of a silk dycingco- 
opcrativo compa-iy that was threatened with 
financial embarrassment voluntarily reduced 
their wages from forty-six to tbirty-sii francs. 
There has been no instance in Franco of a 
strike by profit sharing workmen for an in- 
creased reward, and several profit sharing 
employes report that their help do not ask for 
frequent holidays as other workmen do. 


"With tho results of along experience be- 


foro me," says Mr. J. G. Battaraon, of Hart- 
ford, ''I am convinced that tho payment of 
fixed wages to a large number ot men carries 
with it no inspiring motive to a high stand- 
ing of excellence, either as to tho quantity or 
quality of their productions; but, on tho con- 
trary, it tends to indifference aud laziness." 
To theso good reults must bo added the gain 
to society. As Mr. N. 0. Nelson, president 
o£ the N. O. Nelson Manufacturing company 
of St. Louis, puts it: "Wo shall supplant war 
with peace, enlarge tho aggregate product 
and improve Iho averago living ot tho whnlc 
people."—Work und Wages.
